Farmers On Land 

Although the dry weather con¬ 
tinues, with only a trace of mois¬ 
ture recorded lust weekend, farm¬ 
ers are getting on the land this 
week and cultivating prior to seed¬ 
ing. 

In the area east of Vulcan, seed¬ 
ing is expected to start this week¬ 
end or the first of next week. 


Spring activity for Vulcan and 
District Fish & Game Association 
began Monday, April 15, when 15 
of the local members paid a visit 
to an Arrowwood Lions Club sup¬ 
per, where they described the 
workings of Fish & Game. 

Guest speaker was Bruce Stew¬ 
art of tlhe Calgary F & G, who re¬ 
viewed the Association’s work pro- 
vincially and told of the recent 
headaches found in trying to ship 
45 head of elk from Banff to Spirit 
River, a project now under way. 
This attempt at greater distribut¬ 
ion of such wild life has been con¬ 
fronted with such hazards as road 
bans on hauling, Brucellosis shots 
for the animals, difficulties in 
catching and handling bull elk, 
many of which did not shed their 
antlers this year. Ninety head of 
elk were released 10 years ago in 
the Yukon and are doing very well, 
said the speaker. 

In regards to the hunter safety 
program of F & G for children, Mr. 
Stewart said an instructor will be 
visiting local groups, outlining a 
program for them to pass on to 
the youngsters. 

In warning his listeners about 
the dangers of feeding bears in 
National Parks, or anywhere, Mr. 
Stewart cited an example of a 
game warden who stopped to 
check a car whose occupants were 
feeding a bear which was standing 
against the windshield. When 
warned, the driver of the car 
quickly drove off partially rolling 
the bear which became enraged 
and attacked the warden. The war¬ 
den was mauled before he reached 
the safety of his truck where he 
had to use his rifle and shoot the 
bear. 

Referring to the campaign 
against crows and magpies Mr. 
Stewart said it would b? possible 
for Arrowwood to get a trap from 
Fish & Game to aid in catching 
these pests. 

Reports were given during the 
evening from committee heads Bill 
Holton, Dan McNiven, Don Mc¬ 
Cord, Merle Smith, Howie Marsh- 
man, Max Kehr, John Andrews, 
Jerry Steiner, Montie Findlay, Bill 
Lethby and President Glen Dahl. 

On the subject of big game tro¬ 
phy heads and the Boone and 
Crockett Records book discussed by 
Jerry Steiner, it was revealed a 
Vulcan district hunter may have 
a cougar head worthy of third 
place in the book. Hubert Bexte 
who has worked on a farm in the 
district in recent years, bagged the 
cougar last fall and has had it 
measured. This hunter has crowd¬ 
ed his achievements into three 
years. In his first year of hunting 
he took a deer and in his second 
he won a trophy for his deer head. 
Last year his cougar head spelled 
success again.

The stub of wood shown above 
is not just another worn fence 
post but is the remains of an 
early survey stake, another re¬ 
minder of an era past. 

During his work with crews of 
the Farm Electric Service Ltd. 
and in his auction travels, Wally 
Franks has run Into a few of 
these posts and came upon this 
one about 16 miles east of Travers 
on the Stone lease. This lease is 
apparently named after an early 
settler, Stone Roberts. 

Burnt into the top of the post 
is .part of a land location, %E-11. 


Such posts were the first used in 
the original Federal Government 
survey of this part of the country 
dating to 1880, and according to 
Commodore Allen who now has 
three such posts at the Little Bow 
Pioneer Museum, these were re¬ 
placed by more permanent section 
markers in following surveys. 

These posts were four feet long 
and stood at the comer of each 
quarter section and in that day of 
endless prairie and road-less coun¬ 
try they were the only identifica¬ 
tion homesteaders had of their 
own land.

The District 12 FWUA confer¬ 
ence was held in High River with 
about 100 ladies from the district 
locals attending. 

Sessions started at 10:00 a.m. 
\vhen Rev. Morse Johnson gave 
morning thoughts. The ladies were 
welcomed by Mrs. Smith of High 
River. 

Committees were then chosen 
and the reports of locals were 
given. This was followed by the 
introduction of directors and sub- 
directors: Mrs. Huddleston, Pincher 
Creek; Mrs. Lange, Claresholm; 
Mrs. Papp, Milo; Mrs. Marr, Pin¬ 
cher Creek; Mrs. Brower, Pincher 
Crek; Mrs. Hogg, High River, and 
Mrs. House, secretary-treasurer of 
District 12. .

Will Essential 

Lawyer Bob Roddie of High 
River said a will was important to 
young married families, and that 
too often the planning of a will 
was left too late. 

Mr. Roddie also covered estate 
taxes and the gift tax. He pointed 
out that a farmer needs to evalu¬ 
ate his land and equipment, be- 
cuase if he dies, much of this 
value could be taken in estate 
taxes. He said an estate which in¬ 
cludes land and machinery, was 
exempt $40,000, that widow was 
exempt $20,000 and that childrep 
were exempt $10,000 each. If B 
farmer had a $96,000 estate, and /a 
wife and three children, this would 
be a $90,000 exemption, and takes 
would have to be paid on the re¬ 
maining $6,000. 

The gift act allows an outright 
gift of $4,000 a year, and a $10,000 
gift once in a lifetime. This could 
work with the transferal of land 
out of the farmer’s name, and 
thus the estate taxe is avoided. 
"The gift act is there on the books, 
but not enough people make use 
of it, or even know it exists,” 
Mr. Roddie said. 

He cautioned the women to 
make sure someone with full 
knowledge of the law was con¬ 
tacted when a will was being 
made out and also urged that 
farmers and their wives sit down 
and figure out the value of their

vantage of the gift act, if there 
is a possibility the estate could be 
heavily taxed. 

There were 102 males to every

Crop Insurance Wanted 


The support of the County of Vulcan Council 
has now been given to the movement to have the 
County established as a test area under the Crop 
Insurance Act. The Act, passed by the federal govern¬ 
ment in 1959, provides that Canada may enter into 
an agreement with any province which establishes a 
crop insurance scheme and under the terms of the 
agreement the federal government will pay 50 per 
cent of the administrative costs of the crop insurance 
scheme plus 20 per cent of the premiums paid in any 
year. 

The necessary legislation to establish a crop in¬ 
surance scheme in Alberta has not yet been passed by 
the Alberta government, mainly because there has 
been little demand for such legislation. It is antici¬ 
pated that the requests now going in will result in 
the required legislation being passed by the provin¬ 
cial government to allow crop insurance areas to be 
set up for 1964. 

The Act provides that at least 25 per cent of 
the farmers in any area covered by a crop insurance 
scheme must participate before the scheme can 
operate. The coverage provided under any agreement 
with a province shall not exceed the established value 
of 60 per cent of the long-time average yield. Farmers 
operating under the Crop Insurance Plan will be ex¬ 
empt from payment of the one per cent PFAA levy 
on grain sales and will not be eligible for PFA 
benefits. 

Short crops because of drouth the past few years 
make this area a logical choice if a test area for a 
Crop Insurance plan is to be set up in the province, 
for interest in such a scheme would not likely be 
great enough in a district that has enjoyed a succes¬ 
sion of good crops. But dry land farming is a gamble, 
and if that gamble can be insured so that the farmer 
can make a living regardless of the weather it is good 
business. 

We trust that the Alberta government will take 
action so that the Crop Insurance plan can be or¬ 
ganized and operative in this area next year.
